The changes brought about |
m the manure are due mainly
to the heating and bleaching.
Have vou not noticed the pe-

cculiar odor  pervalent  about
horse stables in warm weather”
This  odor somelimes comes

fairlv stifling when one forks a
manure pile open. Tt is due to
the eseaping of ammonia. This
is the form of gas containing a
lnrge amount of nitrogen, which
cannot be recovered when lost
in this manner. It has been|
found that two tons of horse
manure  exposed in the open
barn lot for six months was re-
duced to less than one ton.
Even when not exposed to rains
but  simply thrown out loose
nder a shed there is consider-
able loss in the manure.

The Maryland Experiment
Station allowed 80 tons of ma-,
nure to lie in an uncovered pile
cxposed to the weather for one
vear,  Jduring which  time the
amount was reduced to 27 tons.
From thesp examples you ecan
see how important it is to pro-
tect manure from the weather. |
